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THE NEW FOG SIREN AT THE 
NORTH-EAST SHANTUNG PROWUN-

established at the N. E, Shantusg Prmon- 
tory, and the testa of its audibility under 
various conditions of wind and wether ;

‘THE BERLIN FOUNDLING HOUSE. 
ANNUAL REPORT. 

The annual report of the above institution 
in always interesting, but thisyear, having 
regard to some of the statements which it 
contains, it might almost bo described as 
We give below a portion of

the report :— 


Our home for foundliogs {2 visited, like 
many other chotitable institutions, by many 
people, both European and Chinese who 
take on interest in our foundlings. Some 
daysagu a wealthy Chinese Lindownor with 
whom we were aoquaiated doriog our stay 
in the country called upon us. Thia gentle- 
mau has o fair fame as a humanitarian, like 
maoy other philanthropic Ohisere who seek 
the common good by construting bridges, 
reptiring roads and so forth, which deads 
they usually commemorate by setting up 
meworial tablets to themselves. He has 
quilc an attractive manger. In the course 
of our conversation he told me that many 
sei ago be was in the babitof distributing 

edicines in Canton. Later on be did so in 
Hongkong and is now doing » in his native 
village. He forthwith drew from his pocket 
somt priated papers which conteined a 
revotd of bis good works. I was glad to 
hoarof his charity and have his assurance 
that he felt himself at ove vith ue in oar 
good work. One of bis relatives, howover, 
told me afterwards, while mentioning bis 
good worke, that bs has adjjeted both to 
drink ‘and gambling; ‘that be has no 
fewer than five wives and’ “in conss- 
queyee his owo home is thescene of much 
disrder, the eldest wife illtreating the 
pouger ones so badly, that me have even 
left the house. My respect for the man 
sank to a low degree on hetrig this, his 
anbition, covetoumness and drunkeuness 
entirely noutralizing in my opinion his good 
worke, : 

The custom of polygamy among the 
Chinese leade to much’ uahtppiness in the 
homes of the wealthy familia, while among 
the poorer classes much misery results from 
the sale of gizls; many ‘while infants are 
also killed or past away. [n consequence 
thers is a Jack.of marriggetble girls, At 
prewnt girls are sold at avery high price;
